FOR  POLITIC  REASONS 


Mr  C.  H Cahan  condemns  the  proposed 
plebiscite  “on  war  effort"  as  a violation  “of  the 
political  principles  upon  which  the  Canadian 
Constitution  is  established.1'  He  point*  out  that 
these  principles  have  been  developed  during  two 
and  a half  centuries,  and  nowhere  can  he  find 
a precedent  for  such  a plebiscite.  Professor 
Chester  W.  New,  the  head  of  the  Department  of 
History  at  McMaster  University,  says  that  “there 
has  never  been  a plebiscite  In  the  history  of 
Great  Britain."  It  can  be  added  that  not  even 
the  War  Measures  Act  can  be  cited  as  giving 
the  Government  power*  in  this  particular. 

Mr  Cahan  points  out  how  the  Idea  of  the 
plebiscite  is  borrowed  from  totalitarian  Germany. 
He  writes;  "In  January.  1933,  Adolf  Hitler  was 
selected  by  President  Hindenburg  to  succeed  to 
the  chancellorship  of  Germany.  On  March  5.  at 
general  elections,  a new  parliament  known  as  the 
Reichstag,  was  elected,  which  proceeded  to  super- 
cede the  Weimar  Constitution  and  vest  supreme 
power  in  an  Executive  consulting  of  Chancellor 
Hitler  and  his  personally  selected  cabinet.  Then 
an  enabling  act  was  enacted  which  empowered 
this  Executive  to  disregard  the  Reichstag  and  to 
legislate  by  decree  Thus  Germany  became  a 
Totalitarian  State.  To. complete  the  subversion 
of  the  German  Constitution  a plebiscite  was 
taken  In  November,  19113,  when  a majority  of  the 
electors  voted  on  a cunningly  devised  Issue,  and 
•approved  the  Fuehrer's  foreign  policy.'  Then, 
on  August  2.  1934,  President  Von  Hindenburg 
died.  An  hour  later  the  Executive  promulgated 
a decree  uniting  the  offices  of  Reich  President 
and  Reich  Chancellor  In  the  person  of  Adolf

At  Ottawa  the  Prime 
Minister  has  been  known  to  speak,  or  to  read  a 
speech,  for  four  hours,  and  the  leaders  ol  the 
other  parties  are,  if  not  so  long-winded,  by  far 
too  verbose.  All  this  absorb*  time  which  would 
be  better  spent  In  deeds,  not  words.  Fortunately 
there  is  a movement  now  at  Ottawa,  Instituted 
by  Mr  Speaker  Glen,  to  stop  what  The  Ottawa 
Journal  calls  “the  pestilential  habit  of  reading 
speeches  In  the  Comomns."  The  unfortunate 
thing  is  thai  he  Is  unlikely  to  receive  support 
from  those  in  prominent  place  who  seem  to  lack 
tiie  ability  to  practice  the  art  of  condensation, 
and  to  be  doubtful  of  their  performances  on  the 
extemporaneous  stage  If.  however,  written 
speeches  were  burred,  the  cost  of  Parliament  could 
be  reduced  appreciably  and  a good  deal  of  the 
boredom  might  well  be  taken  out  of  its  sessions.

The  Government  will  pay  mini- 
mum coat  transportation,  ocean  and 
rati,  to  destination  In  Canada  for 
wives  and  children  under  eighteen, 
of  personnel  returning  to  this  coun- 
try for  discharge  or  for  someyither 
more  or  less  permanent  purpose.  The 
sAnie  provision  is  made  for  widows 
and  children  under  eighteen,  where 
Canadian  personnel  die  abroad. 

The  arrangement  is  retroactive  to 
the  beginning  of  the  war  and  appli- 
cations for  refund  will  by  receive 
in  cum- s where  repatriation  lias  al- 
ready been  accomplished  privately. 

Repatriation  may  take  place  ut 
any  time  where  dependents  have 
been  previously  resident  in  Canada 
and  a home  await*,  them  hero 
Where  dependents,  other  than  wid- 
ow.-, have  not  previously  resided  in 
this  country,  it  has  been  thought  ad- 
visable to  delay  their  coming  until 
I he  return  of  family  heads,  the  im- 
migration branch  said.
